KEEPLva FuiKiN BuTTEa.— This is done 


by excluding the air by tho simple^ process 
of keeping the package covered with brine 
made of pure salt, strong enough to float an 
egg. 
When sold, ami as soon as it is to be 


delivered, tho brino is drained off entirely 
by reversing the package and leaving it bot- 
tom up for twelve or twenty four hours. Jt 
is then headed up, aud goes to market with- 
out brine. The consumer is interested in 
getting possession of his supply as soon af- 
ter it leaves tho dairy cellar a.s possible. He 
should first take out the head, driving the 
hoops back to their place, and then make a 
brino with pure water and Ash ton salt, and 
cover tho butter with it, and ketfp' it covered 
until the last pound is need. 
The butter 


kept just covered is easily cut of tho size re- 
quired for uso, and if then held nuder tho 
hydrant or pitcher, and water poured over it 
freely, it will be fit for tho table, and the 
iiisi pouurt will bo as good as tho first. No 
fear need be entertained that the brino will 
impart its taste to tho butter. The office it 
performs is to prevent (,he air from contact 
with the butter. Tho writer knows that fir- 
kin butter has been kept f. year by this sim- 
ple and inexpensive process as sweet and 
with all tho flavor it possessed tho day it waa 
made and packed.

THE TITLE OF "KEVEKEND." 


Au iutsrwtmg contribution to the ME- 


tory ol tlie titla of "Keverend" w applied 
to clergymju IB made by tba Her. Brooke 
iitrubert iu & letter to tho London Times. 
Mr. Lambert s»ys: 


"The regif tern of the parish of Ttuitwbrth 


couUia some interesting partioul«r» M to 
local UB»(JO. Thcso rogiatera datn buok irojn 
the reign of Philip ami Mary, 1550. The 
first title given in thorn to a clergyman la 
the old title 'Sir,1 with which Shukospcnre 
U«s made ua fainiltnr. 
In May, 
1C07, wo 


bnvoan entry 'Sir Potor Stringar,cdurs6.' 
The clergyman who succeeded him ia called 
"Sir Kietuwd Walker,' but there are other 
contemporanooua entries, such as 'encordos/ 
'clericui,' 'preacher' aud 'verbi minister.' 
Tht-M lattor seem to have obtained till, In 
King James's reign, we have tho profir 'mn3- 
ter,' which, a? wo tnovr, was applied to the 
great divine, Muster Hooker, and tMs 
practice seems by our registers to have been 
continued through 
th« 
commonwealth, 


though "Minister of the Gospel" is BOLQC- 
times added. 
We have, however, in . lli.17 


the first u»o of thi word 'royorend,' evident- 
ly in this case as a special mark of respect, 
not as a formal title. On '11 June; I(i57,wcs 
buried our Eeverond Pastor Master Thomas 
Blake, minister of Tamwortb.' 
In 1C93 we 


have n clergyman by name Samuel Collius.' 
I had noticed with curiosity an erasure be- 
fore hifl name in each of the casualties, bap- 
tismal or funereal, recorded in our register. 
At last; In 1701, 1 was lucky enough to find 
an unerased entry, and it appears that the 
obnoxious word was the title 'Rovd.' (to 
written) prefixed to bi« Mr. 
However, he 


seems not to have be«n able to hold to this 
title. 
On« of bin children, baptized in 170C 


is baptized as the child of plain Snmuel Col- 
lins, minister; and when he died in 170G, he 
was buried without tho title 'reverend'— ns 
Mr. (i. o. Master Samuel Collins, minister of 
Tamworth. 
Henceforward tho same ad- 


dress is used till November 1727, when wo 
bave the baptism of Anne, daughter of 'ye 
ISev. Mr. Kobert Wilson, minister of Tarn- 
worth,' and after that date tho prefix 'rev- 
erend* never seems to have been omitted, I 
am thankful, for tho honor of my parish , to 
say that it was not withheld even in a case 
which reminds one of the matter discuesed 
at the Camborne conference. 
It fell to tho 


lot of one of my predecessors to bury a non- 
conformist. The entry of the burinl is ra 
follows, 17:J,3— 'AT, '10 Mavch;bur;od ye Itev. 
Thomas Worthington, a nou-jurer, of Tarn- 
worth.' In this be only followed the e?".m- 
ple of an earlier vicar, who, when 'Thomr/i 
Flavell, Presbyterian teacher of Tamworth,' 
died, allowed him tho prefix of Mr. (Master) 
—a prefix used with great parsimony in 
those days."
